COUNCIL MOVES ON 
“SLUDGE DUMPERS” 


Altona Shire Council is writing to the 
Footscray City Council to say it is ‘‘dis- 
pleased’’ that its officers are ‘actively en- 
couraging industries to contravene the 


law.” ; 


The letter follows the dumping of waste oil 
sludge in land in McArthurs-rd., that is leased by 


the Footscray council. 


Altona's health officer, Mr. J. 
Mellors, told the council—__ 

“Following advice received 
from the shire engineer the area 
adjacent to the Footscray quarry 
site in McArthurs-rd. was kept 
under observation, 

“On June 15, 1967, a vehicle 
was seen to unload industrial 
waste (an oily sludge) on prop- 
erty leased by the City of Foot- 
scray. This property. is fenced 
with a six foot high cyclone type 
with double gate. These gates 
were unlocked. On_ interview 
with the driver it was ascer- 
tained the industrial waste was 
being tipped there daily Ly Leroc 
Oil Co., of Ballarat-rd., Sunshine 
and that there was an_arrange- 
ment with the City of Footscray 
to do this. = 

“Later, an industrial waste 
collecting vehicle arrived on the 
site and_was stopped before 
tipping. The driver informed us 
that he had picked the waste up 
from Mobil Oil Pty. Ltd., Yarra- 
ville, and that he had been told 
to tip at this spot. ‘" 

“Inthe afternoon I interviewed 
the managing director of Leroc 
Oil Co., who teld me that the 
company had an arrangement to 
tip daily at Altona, and for this 
a weekly fee of $20 was charged. 
I informed him that no approval 
to use this area had been given 
by the Shireof Altona nor as 
far as I was aware by the Health 
Commission and that I could not 
allow tipping to continue. 

‘Interview with the terminal 
manager of Mobil Oil, Yarraville, 
later, I was informed basically 
the similar facts, ie. that a con- 
tract was entered into with the 
Footscray City Council to use the 
area at Altona as a tip and a 
fee of $20 paid. 

“Both companies expressed 
surprise that a responsible 
authority should have contracted 
with them to use the tip wihout 
first obaining approval and both

“No Possible Doubt Whatever” 


There is no doubt that Altona High

For after all, Gilbert and Sullivan is old 
stuff, the music has no definite beat, the 
lyrics do not present a constant repetition of 
words and phrases, they even tell a coherent 
if not simple story. 


But in spite of all these disadvantages 
or because of them, the operas still have a 
wonderful appeal. 


Behind all their absurdities the foibles 
of human nature are so depicted as to give 
a point of contrast in today’s affairs. 


The impossible predicaments of the Gil- 
bert and Sullivan characters—the Gilbertian 
situations—have their counterparts, not so 
far removed, in modern life. In world poli- 
tics, in people or in individuals the spirit of 
Gilbert still appears to live. But unfortun- 
ately we have not his wit to resolve our 
difficulties. 


In “The Gondoliers’’ we have-Gilbert at 
his peak and Sullivan not far short of his. 

The high schoo! staff and students have 
wonderful material. They have the recollec- 
tion of past successes—this we feel sure will 
be a further achievement. 


In Altona Gilbert and Sullivan are ‘in 
good hands.

The Serendip Wildlife Research Station at Lara 


was established in 1959 to show, 


demonstration, 


by investigation and 


that it is possible to grow game and 


other wildlife on farm property without loss of pro-

duction from 


normal agricultural activities, 


The station is also the major duck trapping and 
banding centre in Victoria. 


‘To date some 70,000 ducks 
have been examined in a long 
term study of migration, shoot- 
ing pressure and the effective- 
ness of the hunting regulations. 


Numbers of magpie geese, 
Cape Barren geese, bustards and 
other birds have been brought: 
to the station in an attempt to re- 
establish . these species which 
once occurred in large numbers 
in Victoria, but have now al- 
most disappeared. 


Since its inception the number 
of persons desiring’ to visit the 
station has increased to such an 
extent that, in order to prevent 
continual disturbance of the wild- 
life,~the Department has found 
it necessary to introduce quar-
